THE particular method by which the Italian 
reached his aim remained a fecret between him 
who received the itroke and him who iiruck it.--- 
lt was fuppofed, that he had iaid before the Prince 
the oviginals of a fecret and {ufpicious correipond- 
ence, which Aloyiius should have carried on with 
a neighbouring court; whether genuine or forged 
js a matter on which opinions are divided.

in the country, Vhe guard parade was #t the 
place where his pride was wort to receive the 
geacral homage, where, in one fhort hour, he 
enjoved a grandeur and glory which amply re- 
pid him for the toils of the preceding day. 
Here, perfons of the highelt rank approached 
him only with refpefai timidity, and thofe who 
cid not feel theinfelves fure of his {niles, witn 
trembling. ‘he prince himlelf, if occalionally 
he prefenced himéeif here, faw himfelf neglected 
40 compsrifon of his grand viber, as it was far 
wore dawgerous to difpleate the latter than Li was 
of uie to have the.former fora friend. And this 
very place, where he was accultomed to be re- 
yered asa god, was now pitched upon to be the 
dreidful theatre of his degradation. 

He entercd carclefily coe well known circle, 
who tlood arround him to-day wita the Jame re- 
vereace as ever, expediing his commands, as ig- 
POorant of what was to happen «S he was Aimiett. 

lt was not long before Martinengo appesred, 
attended by ieme adjutants ; no lomger the iup- 
p'e, cringing tmiing courticr—arrogant and frut- 
ting with pride, tike a lackey raifed to a lord, he 
veut up to him with bold anc refoluie Reps, and 
fandipg befoie him with his hat oa nis head, de- 
tianded his fword in the name of the prince. It 
was detivered to him with alook of Glent. fur- 
prize; wien, fe.ting ihe point againit the grouad 
und putting his heel upon rhe anddleof the blade, 
L¢ inapped it imtwo, and let fall the picces at 
the feec of Aloyiius This fignal being given, two 
adjatants feized him by the collar, @ third fell tq}

feather from his hat. During the whale of this 
amazing Operation, which weat oa with incredi- 
ble rapidity, among more thaa Gve hundred men 


who ttood ciofe round, not a tingle found was wo} 
be heard, mot a breath in the whole aflemb!y. | 


The terrified multitude ttood fixt, with pallid 
countenances, and palpitating hearts, and witna 
degth-like itare, round him, who, ia this wretch- 
ed condition—a fingular ipectacle of ridicule and 
horror !—palt @ moment taatis Guly to be felt ua- 
der the hands of the executioner. Taoufinds in 
his place would have fallen tenicleis to che earth 
at the frtl impulle of terrax, but his robut nery- 
ous fyttem, and his vigorous ipirit, owtiteod this 
dreadful trial, and gave ume for the horrors of it 
to pals and eva poraie. 


No fooner was this operation over, than he was 
conducted along the rows of innumerable {pecta- 
tors co the farther extremiiy of the place de pa- 
rade, where a covered carriage flood waiting tor 
him. He was ordered by dumb iigns to get soto 
it; anefcort of huffurs accompanied him.—The 
report of tais trasfaction was toon ipread over td 
the refidence ; every window was opened, aad 
all the ilveets were filled by perfons, whom curiv- 
fity and furprife had brougact from their habita 
tions.

Acicngth he was got out of tacir 
noife, but a new tcene of terror awaited hin here, 
The carriage turaed off irom the high road, dowa 
aa unfrequented jong by-way—the way towards 
the pl ce of ex-cution; thither, by exprefs order 
of tae Prince, he was dfagged Qowly aloag. Here, 
after moking him feel all the torments oi the ago- 
nies of death, they turned agai down anotner 
crois-read, much frequented by paileagers. in 
the fcorching heat of che fun, without any refreth- 
ment, deiticu.e of human converie, he piiled iev- 
en dolefal hours in this conveyance, which itop- 
ped at lait, as the fun went dewn, at the piace of 
fils deflination, the fortrefs of Cramwald. * De- 
prived of con{cioufnels, in a middle thate becween 
life and death, as a filt of tweive hours and’ con- 
flantiy parching thirit had ac ja got the better of 
his gigantic force, they lifted him out of the ve- 
hicle—and he came to himfelf in a horrid dunge- 
on undertheearth, The firit fight that prefeuted 
itelf to his opening eyes was the dreadful prijoa 
wall, again which tae moon darted dqwn jome 
feeble rays, through a narrow crevice at the 
height of nineteea fathoms from the ground o/ his 
ceil.

out feeing a human vifeee, without even hearing 
a human voice, unable to guefs at what might be 
the ead of this éeplorabie ttroke, in like dreadfal 
uneertaity on the future and on the palt, cheer- 
@i by no genial ray of light, refrethed by no 
wholetome breeze, cut off from all affiftance, and 
abandoned by common compaflion, four hundred 
and ninety dole{ul days did he count in this place 
by the bread of afliction which 
was daily lec down to him at noon in filent and 
fad unifurmity. Buta difcovery he made foon af- 
ter ais Conhnement here, completed the meafure 
of hisdiltrets. He knew this place.—He himfelf 
it was who raypelied by a ipiris of bale revenge, 
had built it afrety but a few months before fora 
brave and deferving officer, who, for having been 
fo enfortunate as to fall under his dilpleafure, waa 
here co pine away his lifein forrow. With inge- 
nious baruarity Le nimfelf had furnithed the means 
of making this dungeon a more cruel abude. 
Nota long time ago he had come hither in pers 
fon to take a view of the building, and to haten 
the work. For deepening his mifery to the ut~ 
molt extreme, it muit fo fill owt in the order of. 
things, that the very officer for whom this gloo- 
my cell was prepared, fhould fucceed to the pok 
ot the decealed commandant of the fortrefs; and, 
from a victim to his vengeance, fhould become 
the mailer of bis fate. ‘Thus vanithed away his 
latt fad comfort of felf commiferation, and of 
charging fortune with injallice in loading him 
with fuch heavy calamities. To the fenfible fenf- 
ation of his mifery was aflociated a raging felf- 
aeborrence, and the pain that is always molt bit- 
ing to itubbora hearts, to depend ofthe gencrofi- 
ty of a foc, to whom he had never thewn any 
himfelf,

But this upright man was of a difpofition too 
nobleto harbor a meanrevenge The feverity he 
was enjoined by his iallru€ions to ufe towards 
his prifoner, coil many a flruggle to his friendly 
ipicat; but, as an old foldier eccuftomed to follow 
tae letter of his orders with implicit precifion, he 
coud dono more than bewa!l his misfortunes, 
Uhe forlorn wretch in the dungeon found an ac- 
tive helper in the perfon of the ¢haplain to the 
girrifon; who, moved at the diftrefs of the mifer- 
able captive, of which he had not till lately 
heard, and that now only by obfcure and uncon- 
nected reports, immediately took up the firm re- 
fulusion of doing fomewhat for his relief, ‘This 
worthy ecclefinthe, whofe name I fupprefs with 
reluctance, thought he could nowife better com- 
ply with his patteral office, than by turning now 
to the benefit of a poor unhappy man, who was 
capable of affiflance by no other means, 

As he could not obtain from the commandant

pair. With all the intrepidity and dignity which the fs- 
tisment of difcharging our daty infpires, be demanded free 
accefstothe prifoner, who belonged to him as one of bis 
flock, and for whofe foul he was anfwerable to heaven,--- 
The good caule he was pieading gave bim aa irrefiffable 
eloquence, and as the firlt aifpicafure of the Priace, 
was fomewhat abated by time, he granted him his requeft 
to go and cosofart the psifoner by a fpiritual vilie, 


The firft human countenance that the wretched Aloyfius 
had feen for a period of fixteen months was the face of 
this ghoftly comforter. For the only friend be had in the 
world, he was indebted to his mifery : his profperity had 
gained him noae,---The entrance of the preacher was to 
bim the apparition of anangel. 1 make no atiempt to def- 
cribe his feelings. But, from this day forth histears flow- 
ed in lefs abundance, as he faw bimiel{ puied by one hy- 
man being. 


A ghettly borvor feized the ecclefiailic on entering this 
cave of defpair, Hig eyes rolled about in fearch of a maa—- 
when a grifly fpeétre crawled out of a corner to meet him, 
a place that looked mare Ike the den of fame favage mon- 
fter than the fojourn of a human creature, A pele and 
death-like carcafe, all culour of lite departed from bis vil- 
age, in which forrow and defpondency bad worn large 
furrows, the haggard eye-balis Axt in one horrid tare, 
the beard and nails grown by long negleét to a hedious 
Jength, the clothes half roued away, and the air about him 
charged with peftilentiel vapour from the toval wat of 
ventilation-.-in this condiuon did he tind this darling of 
fortune ; and all this bad bis adamantine health withfiood ! 
Shuddering with horror, and overpowered with compaf- 
fion ai the fight, the preacher ran immediately from the 
{pot to the Governor, to diaw from him a fecond booa in 
favor of the pour emaciated wretch, without which the 
former would ftand for noching, 


But he, theliering bis refufal once more ander the expres 
letter of his inftruétions, the paltor geucioufly refolved oa 
an other journey to the refidence, ta throw himfell once 
more on the clemency of the Prince: He dechared, that he 
eould not think of protaning tne dignity of the tacrament 
fo far, as toente: upon fo faced an a& with his prifoner, 
until he was reflored w the likenefs of a maa. This re- 
que was hkewife gractoufly comphed with; and from 
that time the prifoner wight again be fard to Ave. 


In this fortrefs Aloyfus (hit paffed leveral years, but in 
a far more ealy ficuation, after the thort fummer of the 
aew favorite was gone by, and oilers had fucceeded to 
the poll, who were of humaner fentiments, or had no re- 
venge to fauate upon him At length, after a ten years 
confinement, the day of sedemption appeared--. but no re 
dicial exe mination---nv forme! acquiial He received his 
liberty from fads of Princely grace; at the fame time 
that it was enjoined him to qurt the country for ever. 


Here, the accounts of his hiflory forfake me, which 1 


wave been able to gaiher slone from ora} tradition; aad 1 


perceive myfeli obiged to tkip over a period of tweniy: 
gears. During this fpace, Aloyfius had began his carecs 
afreth in the military fervices of foreign flates, which led 
him alfo there to the brilliant eminence from whence he 
Time, at lait, 
the friend of the vafoitunate, who exescifes a flow, but an 
indelible judgment, took up the caule of this unhappy 
vidtim. The years of pation were over with the Prince, 
and tumanity began to foften his heart, as hig whitening 
hairs admonifhed him of hig mortality, Treading flowly 
the decline of life, be felt a hankenag defire after the favors 
ite of his youth, That he might compenfate, as much ag 
poflible, to the old men the difafters he had heaped on him 
while young, he invited the exile, in frieadly terms, to re- 
turn to his country; to which Aloyfius was by no means 
aver(e, as ao ardent inchnation to pafs the remainder of 
his days in peace at home, had long dwelt in his heart, 
The meeting was atiended on both fides with real emotion, 
the embrace was as warm and affeéting, asif they had part. 
ed but yefterday. ‘ 

Tt was not long ere Aloyfius was feen again in full pof- 


: feffion of all his former Pignities---and the Prince reprefied 


his iaward averfion to give hima fplendid compenfation 
for what waspaft, But could he give bim back the faris- 
fa@tivn he bad before in thefe diftingtions ? could he revive 
the heart he had deadened for ever to the enjoyment of life ? 

For nincteen years, however, he enjoyed this bright ev- 
ening of his days. Neicher age nor adveritty had been able 
to abate the fire of his paffions, nor entirely fubdue the 
hilarity of his fpirits. At length he died---commander of 
the fertrefs where the fate prilowers were kept.

Three hor- 
fes were killed inthe Bowery; and a houfé building: by 
Mr Rapeljee, near the late Goveéinor’s, was confiderably 
ojured by the lightning. 


Seven of the {tate prifoners, reputed to be old offenders, 
and who led the others in their laie actteapt to get off, 
made their elcape on Tuciday evening, under cover of the 
dasknefs and florm.

Capt. King, of the Brandywine Miller, from Oporto, 
informs us, that fince the Decree of the French Direétory, 
calling ia their privateers, they have, geuerally, cari 1ed 
their prizes into the fmall ports of Spain. Here'they refi 
for their cruizes. They fay, if they go into French ports, 
they will be either embargoed or difmantiled By this it 
would feem that the Spaniards, who are co-operating with 
France, fan€tion what the Dire@ory appear ito condemn, 

Capt. King fusiher wferms that the coaft of Portugal 
fwarms with French and Spasith privateers and piranical 
gun boats; and that ali defencelefs veffels that come in their 
way a1¢ fue to be made prizes of. [Daily Gaz.

of the Grifons, and of Switzerland, are filled with fuch ha- 
tred againft the Republicans, that they will prove both 
zealous and ufeful auxilwrics to the allics, Ii does not 
yet appeag that General Hotze had as yet attempted any 
important enterpgife againfl the French, On the seth u 
was fuppofed at Hainburgh, that this General was at Rhine- 
beck, but the fa& was not ceviain; he will, no doubt, aft 
in concert with the Archduke, whofe bead quarters were 
on the seth Mill ac Eoghein; but he was meking every oe- 
ceffary preparation to pafs the Rhine, and to enier Switzer- 
land.
